Aug 26, I960 

I spent the forenoon in the Vatican museums hoping to meet 
there tourists or sportsmen from behind the "Iron Curtain". 

However I did not see anybody who could have been of interest 
to me. After the lunch I went to the Lego Alb&no to attend the 
rowing competitions there, because the Lithuanian H. BUDZXWQKAS 
had to participate in these competitions. In order to contact 
him I had to go to the sportsmen's "village", where from they 
proceed with their boats to the place of competition* This 
"village" is about 300 - 400 m away from the tribune!? . At the 
very time when I was walking to this "village", 21. RUDZINBKAS 
was returning from the competitions. In order to find out, who 
of the two Soviet sportsmen in the boat was H.B*, I exclaimed 
rather loudly in Lithuanian: "I congratulate you with your 
success, Mr. BUDZIHSKA8" . Aft sir I uttered these words, one of 
the two sportsmen turned towards me and waved his hand* There- 
by I was able to recognize who of them was H* and what he was 
like* I got into this "village" without any difficulty, having 
told the policeman at the entrance that I was a journalist. 

I did not have to show any documents. I practically did not 
see any unauthorized people in this "village". Besides? the 
sportsmen there were only couches, officials, photographers 
and journalists. After I bad crossed several times that area, 

M* RUDZIH8KA8 showed up. I approached him and a dressed him in 
his native language. He was very pleased* We spoke just about 
sport* I learned that his name was MIKOLAS B* He is of average 
height (approx. 170 cm). Athletic built. Dark brown hair, som- 
bed to the back. Does not smoke and therefore declined to 
accept a cigarette I offered him. I asked him whether we could 
meet again and talk about everything* He agreed at once and j 

asked me to come again to the La go Albano tomorrow afternoon. 

He h i m self will not take part in the competitions tomorrow and 

therefore he will be able to meet me. He excused himself for 

not being able to continue the conversation right now, because J 
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he had to It are for the Olympic Village in the city* This was the 
end of fl$Q#irst meeting with him. Although this first meeting was 
rather short (15 or .20 Mxmtss) f my impression was quite good.
